$100 or 90 Days in County Jail. 

Lansing, Mich, Dee. 10.—Rigid 
quaranting of every house in Michi- 
gan in which there is a case of Span- 
ish influenza, including placarding, 
just as though the disease was small- 
'pox, is for the present, the policy of 
ithe state board of health definitely 
decided upon by Dr. R. M. Olin, see- 
retary, Tuesday.
